HEMPTON ROAD FOOT/CYCLE PATH No local contractor who wished to quote was acceptable 
to OCC. Lowest tender on approved list was £28,813.27: PC voted 8-2 to accept. 
VILLAGE BUS is not worth repairing and will be scrapped. Quotes for a suitable service 
to be obtained from Banbury Community Transport. [SEE PAGE 9] 

PLANNING 1. Stile House, New Street - replace 1950s windows with others more in 
keeping with house: no objections. 2. The Homestead, Goose Green - new front porch 
and steps: no objections. 3. Leadenporch Farm - barn conversion: chimney should be 
stone, not metal. 4. Boulderdyke Farm, Clifton - demolish existing buildings and 
replace with ten 4-bed houses; demolish stone wall on Chapel Street to enlarge access:

OBITUARY,,.., GEORGE COULSTON, «4 well known and well loved resident 
of Philcote Street for about thirty years, died on 25 August in the Horton 
Hospital; he was nearly 84, writes John Scott.

The Court House is now the Library. Naughty men were at the back of the Court. 
The Fire Station [Goose Green] is now a typing roam. Once it was a mortuary. 
It took a long time to build the church. 
PEOPLE Boys wore caps. Girls wore bonnets. Grown ups wore old long black and 
grey skirts.

Firstly I must apologise for missing the last two issues of “The News". Time seemed 
to fly by, and before I knew it, I had missed the copy date. 
FIRE CALLS... Since I last put pen to paper we have received 78 calls - 3 house 
fires, 2 chimney fires, 1 loft fire, 2 road traffic accidents, 1 fire at Faccenda 
Ltd, 1 fire in Bibby’s laboratories, 1 call to a house struck by lightning, 1 shed 
fire, 1 barn fire, 1 hedgerow fire, 1 fire at Bridge Motors, Banbury, 1 call to 
propane cylinders and wooden fencing on fire, 1 call to overhead electricity cables 
shorting out, 1 small fire at Horton Hospital, 1 fire at Encase Ltd, 2 car fires, 
! dishwasher fire, 1 fire at the Cheshire Home, 19 false alarms with good intent, 
25 false alarms on automatic systems, 4 malicious false alarms and 7 calls to stand 
by at other stations. This brings the total so far to 140. 
RECRUITMENT... Anybody who has read this magazine in the past cannot have failed to 
observe that the local Fire Brigade in Deddington needs recruits. This is to be 
expected because members reach retiring age, or they move house, change jobs. For 
any number of reasons there is usually a couple of vacancies. The situation now, - 
however, is becoming serious. You know how it is, personal difficulties always seem 
to come in clusters, and several of our firefighters are unable to dedicate as much 
time to the job as they would like to. 
As a result, the fire engine has been unable to turn out on several occasions of 
late, and other stations have had to fill the vacuum. Thank goodness, none of the 
fires has involved a risk to life and it does not take long for Banbury to get 
here; but the people of Deddington need and deserve their own fully crewed fire 
station, which they know can be anywhere in the town within 3 or 4 minutes of a 
call for help. 
Dick Powell, Alan Boss, Cliff Harper, John Haines, Neil Garvey, Carol Shirley, Tim 
Cox, Simon Cook, Andrew Hayward. Recognise any of these names? You should, because 
they are your neighbours, maybe your friends, Just like you, they live in 
Deddington; but unlike you, they are the firefighters you depend upon for help when 
you need it. But they need recruits; the fire station needs to be strengthened. If 
you can help, please contact me, or come along to the fire station any Tuesday at 
7pm. Remember, this is not a purely “volunteer” Brigade. We do pay you for being a 
firefighter and for attending fires and drill nights. 
A word to local employers, If one of your people approaches you asking if you would 
release them from work to attend emergencies, please say yes. Remember, we pay them 
whilst they are away, so you do not have to. There are also many advantages in 
having a fully trained firefighter on your workforce. 
A last word to the ladies. Carol Shirley is one of only 4 females in Oxfordshire 
Fire Service operational branch. Don't you think it is time we had more?
